THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 


An Event of Great Interest to Scientist!-:— 


Local Observations.

I'his hits been an eventful dny among 


nil eminent astronomers and to students 
of the science in all parts of tht, country. 
December (ith wns tho day announced

of Venus a black Bjieo,k appearing no 
larger than a silver quarter—was noticed 
at the lower edge ot the great yellow bull 
by the curious who availed themselves of 
the means of observation provided at the 
REPCHMOAN oflice. The sky was clear 
and the sun shone brightly, so that ny 
one whose eyesight wns good had any 
difficulty in viewing Venus as she slowly 
drew near the centre of the disc. The

From Friday's Atity. 


ORIGIN OP THE OCSTOM. 


Most people imagine that they are fa- 


miliar with the origin of the .National day 
of Thanksgiving, but to refresh their 
memories and to enlighten the rising gen- 
eration, we give place to the following 
brief sketch of the Christian custom from 
an accredited authority: '-Thanksgiving 
d-n is appropriately held in the latttr 
part of the year, after all the crops have 
been harvested and garnered, as a time of 
general 
rejoicing and 
feasting, 
and 


thanksgiving to the Creator for bin boun- 
tiful care nail many mercies. It was 
originally suggested by tlm Hebrew feast 
of the tabernacles, or'"feast of ingather- 
ing at the end of the yeai." Usage sets 
apart the last Thursday of November for 
the oecimence of the feast. In the early 
lays of the New England colonists, days 
of thunksgiving were held at irregular in- 
tervals. The lirst occasion was after the 
first harvest in 1621, a few days previous 
:o which men had been sent out to pro- 
cure game fowl. In July, HWH, a day of 
fasting and prayer was appointed on ac- 
count of drought. Rain came abundantly 
while they were praying, and the govern- 
or appointed a day of thanksgiving, which 
was observed with religious services. 
In 


1631 a similar change of fast day into 
Thanksgiving was made on the arrival of 
supplies from Ireland. 
Afterward they 


were held on special occasions such as 
the arrival of provisions and now colonists. 
About 1CSO it became an annual custom 
in New England in the autumn, after tbe 
gathering of the harvest. 
Occusioaal 


Thanksgivings were appointed by the 
Dutch governors of the New Netherland 
(us New York was then called) in 1644, 
1045,1655 and 1064, and by the English 
governors of New York in 1755 and 1700. 
During the revolution, congress annually 
recommended a day of national Thanks- 
giving. There was no national appoint- 
ment from 1784 to 1789, when President 
Washington, by request of congress, rec- 
ommended a day of Thanksgiving for the 
adoption of the constitution. He also 
issued a similar proclamation in 1775, on 
account of the suppression of insxirreo- 
tion. President Madison in April, 1815, 
recommended a general Thanksgiving for 
peace. It has been an annual festival in 
New York since 1817, but in moat of the 
other states it was not adopted until a 
much later date. In 3858 Thanksgiving 
proclamations were issued in eight south- 
ern states. I)i»riug the war President 
Lincoln recommended special thanksgiv- 
ing for victory, in 1R62-3, and a national 
proclamation tor the annual Thanksgiv- 
ing day in 1SOL5 iind 1804. Since that 
time such a proclamation has been issued 
annually by the-president, OR well as by 
the governors of the states anil mayors of 
many cities.'1 


fSTON TiELTUlOUS SERVICES. 


The day of thanks in Decatur was gen- 


erally observed. Nearly all of the busi- 
ness houses and factories were closed. 
The weather was fine, and there was 
enough of "the beautiful" on the ground 
to remind the people that winter is really 
at hand. The usual Union Thanksgiving 
service was held at 10:30 a. m., the exer- 
cises taking place at the Presbyterian 
church in the presence of a large congro- 
tion of Christian people. Services began 
with singing by the selected choir, led by 
Prof. Lutz, followed by scriptural • read- 
ing by Rev. Mnsgrove of Stapp's Chapel, 
nud prayer by Rev. H. W, Trneblood of 
the United Brethren church. The anni- 
versary sermon of Christian Thanksgiving 
was delivered by Rev. J. P. Dimmifct of 
the First M. E. church. The reverend 
gentleman addressed himself to the early 
history of the Puritans, and spoke at 
length of their struggles after landing 
upon Plymouth Rock. The discourse 
touched upon the many evidences of 
advancement of Christian religion, civil- 
ization, prosperity and the rapid strides 
in intelligence. The speaker spoke briefly 
of National tifloira politically and closed 
with a beautiful peroration. The closing 
prayer was made by Eev. W. H. Prestley, 
of the Presbyterian church, who also 
pronounced the benediction. Tho an- 
thems and hymns sung by the choir were 
effectively given, and added much to the 
anniversary services. 


PUBLIC DINNER. 


The grand Thanksgiving dinner served 


at the tabernacle by the ladies of the 
Christian church, under the direction of 


refreshments could be had at Wood Bros.'

| pliiined him- this sort of speculation 


, iu the necessaries of life affects con- 
sumers. 
The daily consumption of 


wheat flour in the United States is 
160,000 barrels. 
On this dailv con- 


sumption the market price must be 
paid, • and the 
speculation which 


forces up the price governs the price 
of bread. 
While consumers are thus 


often forced to pay more than the 
true value for home consumption, 
they do not got the benefit of any 
speculative depression of tho price 
below tho real value, because the ex- 
port demand immediately sots in 
when the shipping point is reached 
in the decline, thus establishing the 
trno value. 
Similar results 
flow 


from the same causes in tho provis- 
ion trade, and the consumer must 
pay tho corner price or starve. 
In 


the case of raw material for manufac- 
tures the manufacturer must pay the 
corner price or suspend operations. 
In this way tho currents of legiti- 
mate business are disturbed to "the 
injury of all the interests engaged 
iu commerce find production. 
The 


cost of living is increased to the la- 
borer and his occupation rendered. 
less continuous. 


Some of the witnesses thought all 


this could bo prevented by laws pro- 
hibiting the buying and selling of 
"margins" and such gambling de- 
vices as "puts," "calls" and "strad- 
dles," so as to make actual delivery, 
contemplated in good faith, the only 
basis of lawful transactions, and in 
all other cases to punish a man for 
selling what he does not possess and 
what the buyer does not eipect him 
to possess.

The Busineas Situation. 


Chicago Journal. 


Because there has been for a few 


weeks a little tightness in the New 
York money market, and because the 
imrvber of failures has increased 
somewhat for the same period, many 
timid uiinds have doubtless jumped 
to tho conclusion that the country 
wns on the evo of another panic like 
that which commenced in 1878. But 
all such people had better look again 
and more carefully at the financial 
and commercial 
situation of the 


country before adopting final conclu- 
sions. 


There are two extremes of thought 


into which all business men areliublo 
to fall that are equally dangerous. 
One it, the reckless, over-confident 
frame of mind that dashes ahead in- 
to all sorts of enterprises without 
sufficiently counting the chances aucl 
the cost, and the other is that specter - 
hanntud state of mental perturbation 
which fears or refuses to move be- 
cause, perchance, there may be a lion 
in tho path. The first, of these abnor- 
mal conditions hurries its victim on 
to the brink of disaster, and the 
other keeps its possessor back from 
realizing or enjoying the legitimate 
fruits of well-directed effort. 
But 


both states are to be avoided, because 
both arc unnatural and unnecessary. 


Tho plain facts of tho case at tho 


present time arc about as follows: 
Many lines of trade and business ac- 
tivity have boen pushed too far, and 
au unavoidable reaction has set ic. 
The work of railroad building, for 
example, has been greatly overdone 
for the past few years, and millions 
of money have been temporarily sunk 
in enterprises that cannot by imy 
means prove remunerative for sorno 
time. 
Stimulated by the increased 


'demand, the iron and steel mills have 
gorged tho market with their pro- 
ducts until the business of manufac- 
turing them is no longer profitable, 
and as a consequence many estab- 
lishments are already closed, or will 
soon be compelled to close, until the 
accumulated slock is worked oft'. 
And the same is true of oiothing and 
woolon goods to a greater or less ex- 
tent ; also of coffee, tea and some of 
tho cereals. 
There aro more of these 


things on hand than the state of the 
market calls for, and prices languish 
as a matter of course. But this is 
not a permanent condition of things 
as yet, and the strong probability is 
that before the winter is over an in- 
creased consumption will largely 
diminish the existing supply, when 
the wheels of the huge commercial 
machine will move ou again as freely 
as before. 


A still more potent cause of the 


present disturbances and partial de- 
pression is the unbounded extent of 
speculation now being carried on in 
all kinds and classes of commercial 
products. 
The nation is running 


wild in thin respect, and tho madness 
will have to bum itself out before it 
will ever bo checked. It is perfectly 
idle to try and and preach this mania 
down, as all manner of warning talk 
is only a waste of breath. 
The infu- 


riated and frenzied operator hears 
and heeds it not, neither does he care 
what any one may say or do about 
it. His concentrated and absorbed 
gaze is fisod upon the mark for the 
prize, and he is bound to secure it if 
he can, the whole world to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. But specula- 
tion requires the use of large sums 
of money, and it is this enormous 
demand which has produced the 
present money stringency. It would 
seem that $1,488,828,554 of actual 
circulating currency in this nation 
ought to satisfy the needs and wants 
of everybody, and it would but for 
this insatiable and unfilled maw of 
speculation, which never is and never 
can be satisfied. 


Again, no panic ever struck a 


country when so many were looking 
for it and almost expecting it to 
come. It is much more liable to 
steal upon a nation unawares, like a 
thief in the night, than to stalk in 
boldly with an advance flourish of 
trumpets. The present 
European 


surplus of grain cannot last much 
longer, and then will arise a demand 
for our large crop of wheat, which is 
now unsalable, except at very low 
figures. 
The plethora of Thanks- 


giving and the Holidays is upon the 
world, but after this has gone, the 
steady necessities and wants of life 
will make themselves felt, and there 
will be a consequent recourse to the 
large, stocks in store. 
Meantime, 


about the only word of advice neces 
sary for merchants and tradesmen is, 
not to overload too heavily with 
goods which can only bo sold during 
a certain limited "season." 
Neither 


will it be safe to invest too largely in 
tha high priced luxuries of life, as in 
case of any further depression this 
branch of trade will be the first to 
suffer. 
But even this species of cal- 


amity we believe to be yet some ways 
off.

ENGLISH rails nre quoted, at the 


Atlantic seaboard, at $59 per ton, and 
American rails can be bought in 
Pitteburg at,.$40. Does this show 
that protection is "an expensive lux- 
ury," and that, by the system "the 
people are being bled to enrich the 
wealthy manufacturers?'' 
The fact 


is, the present tariff on steel rails is 
prohibitory—and that is as it should 
be. Not a dollar should be sent out 
of this country for steel rails, where 
we have such vast iron mines and 
coal fields at home, and thousands of 
laborers wanting employment. That 
rails are so low as §40, is because a 
protective system has built up nu- 
merous manufactories, and compe- 
tition results in tho establishment of 
this low price. It would be lower 
still, and rails could be made at 830, 
as well as 84.0, if labor in the United 
States was lower. If coal miners 
were content to work for two cents 
per bushel instead of four, iron mi- 
ners for $1 per 'day instead of 82. 
and skilled laborers in iron and steel 
works for $1.621- instead of S3.25— 
as shown by the last census—rails 
could be made for $30, and no tariff 
cutting off English importations 
would be necessary. 
But thanks to 


the tariff system built up and sus- 
tained by the Republican party, we 
have a tariff that shuts out foreign 
goods, deyelops our own country's 
rich resources, affords decent remu- 
neration to the labor of men's hands, 
and still gives us manufactured 
goods at moderate and reasonable 
prices.—State Journal.

er's counsel asked "Your question,'1

but 1 have no objocUons to nay that 
my income i-t largo enough to pro- 
vunl my midsitig tun loss of 100,000 
francs n year.''

stated, has lived on an extravagant 
scale for years, and there was, there- 
fore, no PXCUHO for Dr. Evans re- 
maining so long ignorant of bib dis- 
houesty. 
Taking this view, tho jury 


accompanied their verdict of guilty 
with extenuating circumstances and 
the sentence passed was three years 
imprisonment only.

late upon can bo disposed of in ten 
lines, while an occurrence which the 
student would regard as trivial, a 
kind of five line occasion, would de- 
mand two columns ol "spread." 
Every experienced newspaper man 
knows that there are some subjects 
of which you cannot say too little, 
while there are others of which too 
much cannot be said. 


Several attempts have been made 


to make the newspaper business pro- 
fessional. 
Colleges have added jour- 


nalistic courses to their intellectual 
programmes, but in every instance 
failure has resulted. It astonished 
the presidents of the colleges that 
tho professors of Greek literature 
could not successfully instruct the 
young man how to wite up an ac- 
count of how Mr. Gitson knocked tho 
liver out of Captain Slug.

some six miles from Capo May, some 
gentlemen started a sorghum planta- 
tion of 1,000 scree last spring, and 
are now busily engaged in grinding 
the cane and making sugar. They 
havo already sent to Philadelphia 
100,000 pounds of excellent sugar, 
and confidently expect to produce 
this season at least 500,000 pounds, 
worth about 835,000, or some $35 an 
acre for a crop which has cost no 
more to cultivate than an ordinary 
crop of corn.
